Drawings

2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest one or more of the limitations 
found in independent claims 1 and 4. U.S. Patent No. 5,327,149 to Kuffer teaches a 
similar system to that of the present application. However, with respect to independent 
claim 1 , Kuffer fails to teach or suggest the combination of RF sensor means; first 
optical sensor means; second optical sensor means; wherein the RF sensor means and 
the first optical sensor means are located at the focal region on an opposite side of the 
secondary mirror assembly from the second optical sensor means. With respect to 
independent claim 4, Kuffer fails to teach or suggest the combination of an RF sensor 
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assembly; a laser energy sensor assembly; an Infrared energy sensor assembly; 
wherein the RF sensor assembly and the laser energy sensor assembly are located at 
the focal region on an opposite side of the secondary mirror assembly from the infrared 
energy sensor assembly.
